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SENATOR CONKLING'S REVOLT. 


A Washiygton dispatch says: “Sena- 
tor Conkling has determined to. wage 
a relentless war against Robertson and 
against the Administration. He holds 
Secretary Blaine responsible for Rob- 
ertson’s nomination. Conkling ex- 
pects to be defeated, and realizes that 
Robertson will be confirmed, but says 
there is a principle involved, and he 
would make a fight if he knew he was 
the only Senator who would vote 
against Robertson. He further holds 
that, thoagh he will probably be beat- 
en in this first contest, he will go out- 
side the Senate chamber ; that if Blaine 
be permitted to take charge of the 
New York Republican party and ap- 
pointments, he and his supporters may 
run it ia 1884, and elect the Repub- 
lican ticket there if they can. It is 
positively asserted that eight or ten 
Democratic Senators will vote with 
Conkling, though it is generally ad- 
mitted that Robertson will be con- 
firmed.” 

Senator Conkling gives as a reason 
for this revolt that the appointment of 
Robertson would be destructive to 
party “harmouy” in New York State. 
In other words, it is not in the inter- 
ests of the “machine” which Conkling 
has been accustomed to run in his 
State according to his own imperious 
will. The Senator's declaration of war 
against the Administration is in ac- 
cordance with that “rule or ruin” 
principle which is his most distio- 
guishing characteristic. His ill-tem- 
pered threats are likely to seriously 
injure his influence with his party, 
and he is likely to find that the party 
can live without his support. Sena- 
tor Conkling’s objection to the ap- 
pointment of Robertson is believed to 
be founded on personal enmity, and 
President Garfield is evidently deter- 
mined that his appointments shall not 
be governed by the personal ill-will of 
Senator Conkling or anybody else.

GARFIELD'S PLURALITY 3,522.

Passed by the Tenth Session of the Leg- 
islatare, 1881. 


ona. XXXVIII.—An Act to amend an

The people of the State of Nevada, 
ted in Senate and Assembly, do 
enact as follows.

ion, attachments and writs of a similar 
nature against the property of aby per- 
son or persons, or chartered company 
or corporation, it shall be lawful for 
such miner, mechanic, salesman, ser- 
vant, clerk and laborer to give notice of 
their claim or claims, and the amount 
thereof, duly certified and sworn to by 
the creditor or creditors making the 
claim to the officer executing either of 
such writs, at any time before the actual 
sale of property levied upon; the cred- 
itor or creditors making the claim shall 
at the same time give notice in writing 
to the creditor or creditors at whose in- 
stance the property has been levied 
upon, or his or their attorney, of their 
said claim or claims, and the amount 
thereof duly certified and sworn to by 
such claimant or claimants; a copy of 
said notice shall also be served upon 
the debtor, if he be found within the 
county where the property levied upon 
is situated; provided, that if the debtor 
cannot be found within the county 
where the property levied upon is sit- 
uated, then said notice may be served 
upon the officer executing either of sach 
writs in lieu of said debtor. Upon the 
filing in the Court where the action or 
actions against the debtor is, or are 
pending, of an affidavit of the claimant 
or claimants, showing his or their com- 
pliance with the foregoing provisions of 
this Section, the officer executing either 
of said writs shall pay to such miners, 
mechanics, salesmen, servants, clerks 
or laborers, out of the proceeds of the 
sale, the amount each is justly and le- 
y entitled to receive for services ren- 
ered, within ninety days next preced- 
ing the levy of the writ of execution, at- 
tachment, or other writ, not exceeding 
two hundred dollars in gold coin of the 
United States; provided, that either the 
creditor or debtor may dispute the claim 
of person seeking and claiming 
preference under this Section and in such 
case the party or parties disputing such 
claim shall serve a written notice that 
they dispute such claim upon the claimant 
or claimants, and upon the officer exe- 
cuting such writs, within five days from 
the time ot service upon such creditor 
or debtor of the notice of the claim by 
the claimant seeking preference, as here- 
tofore provided for. Within ten days 
from the time of the service provided 
for, the claimants shall commence an 
action in any Court of competent juris- 
diction against the debtor, and the per- 
son or persons disputing his or their 
claim, or claims, for the recovery there- 
of, and shall prosecute such action with 
due diligence, or be forever barred from 
any claim of priority payment thereof; 
but in case action is rendered necessary 
by the Act as aforesaid, by either debtor 
or creditor, and judgment shall be had 
for said claim, or any part thereof, 
carrying costs, the cost attending the 
prosecution of said action, and legally 
taxable therein, shall likewise be a pre- 
ferred claim, with the same rank as the 
original claim; and provided further, if 
the amount of assets, after deducting 
costs of levy and sale, shall not be ade- 
quate to the payment of ail the preferred 
claims of this class, they shall be paid 
pro rata out of the money hereby made 
applicable thereto; ani, provided fur- 
ther, that notbing in this Act contained 
shall be construed to affect any home- 
stead claims, mortgage or lien of any 
description, created and existing before 
the claim of such laborer accrued.

A Prediction that was Fulfilied in the 
Thunder Storm of Vesterday. 

The Virginia Enterprise of yesterday 
morning contained the following : 


“Professor Legate says we sball 
havea bit of a thunder shuwer this af- 
terooon. It will not not last over half 
an hour. There will be three distinct 
claps of thuoder—one quite loud and 
startliog and two of a milder char- 
acter.” 


Prof. Legate’s prophecy came true, 
in Reno, at least. Dark clouds slowly 
gathered in the afternoon. and about 
tour o’clock there were heard mutter- 
ings of thunder.

ig A NOISOME NUISANCE, 


The Olfactory Salute Which Travelers 
Receive on Entertug Reno From the 
North. 


For a long time it has been the cus- 
tom to haul the carcasses of dead dogs 
nd horses to the hollow south of the 
Catholic burial ground, and 
leave them there exposed to 
the sun and wind. At 
present there are in that situation 
about a dozen or more dead horses in 
various stages of decay. The car- 
casses are dumped within a hundred 
yards of the Long valley road, the 
main thoroughfare for the north, and 
when the wind is easterly all who pass 
by are assailed by a noisome stench. 
When there is no wind at all, the sub- 
tle gases of decomposition pervade the 
air in all directions for a considerable 
distance round about the spot. This 
equine Golgotha is an odious nuisance. 
There dre many places beyond the 
town limits where dead animals could 
be left without inflicting any stiok 
upon the traveling public. It seems 
somewhat disrespectful to the dead 
whe have had a Christian burial on 
the hill that those festering carcasses 
of beasts should be allowed to lie so 
near. 

Now that their attention has been 
called to the matter, it is hoped that 
the owners of the ground, presumably 
the Catholic congregation, will inter- 
fere to prevent the exposure of any 
more dead animals in that situation. 
The County Commissioners would do 
well to provide a better place for 
brute remains, and to pass an ordi- 
aance forbidding the deposition of 
dead animals within a quarter ofa 
mile of any public road.

A Fine, Fresh Dog Story From Pilioche. 

The Record says Pioche has the 
champion climbing dog.
